The announcement of Mr. MacDon-

C. S. Snead, federal division engineer 
at Montgomery, Ala., with jurisdiction 
over activities of the bureau of public 
roads in Georgia. 

The Georgia highway department, 
he declared, will be asked to allocate 
to Atlanta at least $1,200,000 which 
is approximately double the amount 
called for in the original program. 

During conferences here with Chief 
MacDonald last week Representative 
Ramspeck insisted that the original 
allocation of some $600,000 for Atlan- 
ta was inadequate in view of the 
heavy unemployment centering in the 
city. He pointed out to the public

Farmers Criticize Delay 
in‘Unfreezing’ Deposits; 
Increase in Wheat Tax

A national farm strike to begin at 
noon Saturday was called last night 
by the National Farm Holiday Asso- 
ciation after a meeting of its direec- 
tors in St. Paul, Minn. 


The purpose of the strike would be 
to increase farm prices by stopping 
the normal flow of farm produce to 
market aud to compel the govern- 
ment to formulate an NRA code for 
agriculture, 

; Discontent with the administra- 
tion's recovery and agricultural pro- 
gram was voiced by leaders in three 
of the farm belt states—Nebraska, Ll- 
linois and North Dakota. 

The national strike call also fol- 
lowed a demand from the Montana 
Farmers’ Union that an embargo be 
placed on wheat shipments from that 
state similar to the one proclaimed by 
Governor William Langer, of North 
Dakota. 

Governor Charles Bryan, of Ne- 
braska; charged the NRA had made 
conditions worse instead of better for 
farmers. 

Senator George W. Norris, Nebras- 
ka republican, told the administration 
in Washington the farmer was losing 
confidence as prices went up and his 
income went lower. He asked that 
Liberty bond@ be retired with new 
money .instead of. being refunded, 

Keith Neville... Nebraska NRA ad- 
ministrator, resigned because he said 
he was,ont of sympathy with the re- 
covery program. 

Earl C. Smith, of Chicago, chair- 
pro- 
gram, said Secretary Wallace's plan 
to aid corn and hog growers failed 
to meet the need of immediately rais- 
ing hog prices. He said it was much 
less effective than the one proposed 
by his committee. 

Railroad executives said they would 
abide by federa] laws rather than 
North Daketa’s wheat embargo proc- 
lamation as grain moved across the 
state’s borders despite the yovernor’s 
ban.

H0GPROCESONG TAX 
WL BE HKED DEC. 


Maximum Duty of $2 Will 
Be Reached on Feb- 
ruary 1. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(/)— 
Secretary Wallace today announced 
the dates for increases in processing 
taxes on hogs. which will be at the 
initial rate of 50 cents per hundred 
weight, effective November 5. 

The tax will be increased to $1 per 
hundred weight on December 1, to 
$1.50 on January 1, 1934, and will 
reach its maximum of $2 on Febru- 
ary 1, 

The tax at the $2 rate will continue 

until the end of the 1934-35 hog mar- 
keting year, November 4, 1935, unless 
Wallace finds it necessary to make 
adjustments im the rate as proviced 
in the farm act. 
- Tax collections on live hogs dur- 
ing that period are expected to to- 
tal $348,000.000, of which about $40,- 
000,000 will be used to reimburse the 
federal treasury for sums it advanced 
to finance the recent emergency hog 
marketing program. 

A maximum of $200,000.000 will be 
available as benefit payments to farm- 
ers who reduce hog production 25 per 
cent under the new program. 

A maximum of $58,000,000 of the 
receipts of the tax will be used for 
market operations for relief purposes 
and administrative expenses. 

The farm act exempts from the 
processing tax hogs processed by or 
for a farmer for consumption by his 
own family, employes or household. 

This means that a farmer may 
butcher hogs for his own consumption 
and cure the carcass portions without 
any tax being imposed or he may 
have the butchering and curing for 
his own consnmption done tax free. 

The tax will be refunded to per- 
sons or institutions delivering hog 

roducts to organiwations exclusively 
or charitable distribution. The tax 
will also be refunded on exports of 
hog products, while imports will be 
subject to compensatory import taxes 
equivalent to the processing tax.

When 
thick, form into croquettes, which 
may be shaped into balls, flat cakes, 
oblong pieces, pyramids or fancy 
shapes. When firm, dip in very fine 
bread or cracker crumbs, then in egg- 
and-milk mixture, and again in the 
crumbs. Fry in hot deep fat, 385 de- 
grees (or hot enough to brown a cube 
of bread in exactly 60 seconds), until 
a nice brown color, Remove from the 
fat, drain on crumpled 
serve as desired. 

Meat croquettes may be served with 
various meat sauces; fish croquettes 
with egg or tartare sauce, and fruit 
eroquettes with lemon. or vanilla 
sauce, 

To make banana croquettes, add 1 
tabiespoon sugar and 2 cups coarsely 
chopped banana, to standard croquette 
recipe. 

Another type of croquette is that 
made of some binder-food besides that 
of the flour in the sauce, such as rice, 
chopped nuts, cottage cheese or other 
firm food. These croquettes are inter- 
esting additions to the meal, but do 
not serve as the main dish. 

Cottage Cheese Croquettes. 


Mix cottage cheese with little fine- | 


ly minced parsley or chive, and shape 
into croquettes, Dip in egg-and-mjlk 
mixture. Fry in hot deep fat 390 
degrees, until golden brown. Serve 
with a hot fruit sauce, or with to- 
mato sauce.

Textile Industry’s Rec- 
ommendation for Fac- 
tory Control Inspires 
New Confidence. 


By RAYMOND CLAPPER. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(UP)— 
NRA officials were elated tonight over 


the recommendation of the cotton tex- 
tile industry committee for strict con- 
trol of expansion of manufacturing 
capacity in textile plants. 

These recommendations have been 
approved by Generat Johnson. Under 
them no new installations of machin- 
ery in cotton textile mills, except re- 
placements, wrt be made without cer- 
tificates of authority from him. 

This decision governing the cotton 

textile industry goes to the heart of 
the problem of overproduction as seen 
around NRA headquarters. In many 
industries plant capacity is so over- 
built that even at the 1929 consump- 
tion rate the public could not buy all 
that could be produced. 
_ Willingness of the cotton textile 
industry to recognize the dangers of 
overdevelopment and co-operate with 
NRA in holding plant capacity within 
some relation to probable consump- 
tion is regarded here as an important 
contribution. 

It is particularly welcome at this 
time because murmurings of criticism 
have been floating in. 

Today. for example, former Gover- 
nor Neville, of Nebraska, chairman of 
his state's NRA committee, resigned 
in protest because he said farm prices 
have not been increased proportion- 
ately to the prices of other commodi- 
ties, because he felt public works 
money was not putting men to work 
in Nebraska and because he felt the 
midwestern merchant was being pe- 
nalized rather than benefited by the 
recovery act. 

In Philadelphia the cleaners and 
dyers association went into court 
against three member firms who al- 
legedly had failed to comply with a 
price-setting agreement. The defense 
contended that the agreement conflict- 
ed with state laws, to which the 
association replied that state laws 
should be subject to suspension during 
the NRA emergency. 

The Chicago Daily News in an

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(4)— 
W. Gordon McKelvey, secretary of 
the Southern Garment Mannufactnr- 
ers’ (association, Inc., said today the 
proposed code for garment manufac- 
turers “is unreasonably and unnet- 
cessarily discriminatory against 
southern manufacturers.”

NRA, McKelvey said members of the 
southern group had asserted adoption 
of the code would mean “complete 
annihilation” of the industry in the 
seuth, 

Principal objections of the southern 
association members, McKelvey said, 
dealt with labor classifications, mini- 
mum wage scales, “vast monopolistic 
powers” they believe are conferred on 
eastern and northen manufacturers, 
and to the exclusion of Kentucky 
from the status of a southern state 
under the code. 

Southern manufacturers, he con- 
tinued, do not have a supply of poten- 
tial skilled labor, but draw their la- 
borers from the farms and cotton 
fields, giving them a training course 
which entails “a loss to the manage- 
ment for a period of several weeks.” 

As a result, he said, they are ask- 
ing a training period of 60 days, 
with a minimum wage based on ac- 
tual earnings, in no case to be less 
than 50 per cent of the minimum wage 
paid skilled employes; and that “10 
per cent of all manufacturing em- 
ployes be allowed as tolerance” in this

Construction of: Bridges 
Also To Start Shortly, 
Says Governor Talmadge 


Governor Eugene Talmadge _ said 
Thursday that he expected work to 
be started immediately on the state's 
new $1.300,000 prison in Tattnall 
county and that work on three bridgés, 
all self-liquidating, would get under 
way shortly, 

The governor made the statement on 
bis return from Washington where he 
conferred with Public Works Admin- 
istrator Ickes Wednesday and entered 
into an agreement with the federal 


government whereby the United States 
will retain tifle to the projects un- 
til lease rentals paid by the state have 
returned to the treasury of the fed- 
eral government 70 per cent of their 
total cost. 


The governor said that the contracts 
for the four projects will be drawn 
up immediately and that work would 
start as soon as they were formally 
signed. He said fhe matter probably 
would be handled in a few days. 


One of the bridges will be construct- 
el over the Ocmulgee river between 
Douglas and McRae. The bridges 
|over the Savannah river will link Lin- 
eolnton ahd McCormick, 8S. C., and 
Sylvania and Allendale, S. C 

“I believe that. approval of these 
projects has broken the ice and in the 
future we will find a way to get 
around Georgia's limitations on the 
borrowing powers of the state and its 
cities and counties,” the governor said. 
“Tt has been shown that there is a 
|way for Georgia to share in the pub- 
lic works fund and doubtless we will 
get some other projects approved.” 


The governor said that he discussed 
with Mr. Ickes the building program 
of the board of regents of the uni- 
versity system and that he was “hope- 
ful” that the federal government would 
approve it.

“And I recall that many football 
teams in those days had boys out for 
college teams who had never had a 
football in their hands before. 

ALL CHANGED. 

“That is all changed. The high 
schools are turning out good men. 
Most of them know what to do with 
the ball. Many of them are good 
passers and kickers. 

“And that,” continued Rice, “is 
why we are going fo see a great num- 
ber of upsets each year. The foot- 
ball material is getting better and 
better.” 

Rice also pointed out that the un- 
certainty which surrounds football is 
what makes it a great game and 
keeps public interest stimulated.

Young Coaches Have 
Likely Material; Meet 
N.C. Saturday.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 19.— 
(P?)—Southern football with a_i de- 
scerning ear has sensed a new note 
in the Florida 'Gator’s call this year. 

Early last season there was a 
similar sound, but it sdon faded to 
a docile whisper as the Saurian 
threshed about feebly while © six 
straight opponents administered as 
many thrashings. 

University of Florida supporters 
decided the battered warrior needed 
new life. A blood transfusion fol- 
lowed, in the form of a brand-new 
alumni coaching staff, and fans set- 
tled back with a “nothing risked— 
not gained” attitude to watch the 
result, 

What they have seen thus far has 
tended to make confirmed optimists 
of them all. 

NO SO GOOD. 

On a sultry late September after- 
noon they looked on while a set of 
flashy backs cut all sorts of capers 
in downing a determined Stetson out- 
fit, 28 to 0. There was a lot of 
head-shaking the next day as the 
fans pointed out any number of weak- 
nesses—poor blocking, fumbling, im- 
perfect timing and slow charging 
among them. 

But the youthful. coaching staff 
wasted no time-in getting out the 
flatiron. Head Coach Dutch Stanley, 
rated by many as one of the best 
ends Florida ever had, Backfield 
Coach “Goof” Bowyer and _ Line 
Coach Ben Clemmons said little. But 
the floodlights at the practice field 
burned late. 

The next Saturday, in Jackson- 
ville. favorite stomping grounds of 
the Florida teams, the ‘Gator opened 
his mouth wide, roared, and charged. 
When the dust had settled, & tat- 
tered Sewanee Tiger limped off the 
field on the short end of a 31-to-€O 
score. The same Sewanee team, mind 
you, that made Kentucky fight for 
a 7-0 verdict the week before. 

Last Saturday they sent the Gator 
to a new battlefield to do or die 
under the floodlights. Florida out- 
rushed, outpassed and outplayed the 
North @arolina State Wolfpack, but 
neither team scored. 

‘GATORS FAVORED. 

Back from the encounter, Stanley 
again said little. “You can put it in 
the papers that we've got a good ball 
team. If they play as well in the 
remaining games as they did against 
North Carolina State, I'll be perfect- 
ly satisfied.” 

Florida will be favored by Florida 
fans in a game with North Carolina 
Saturday. But in the next four games 
the world will learn whether’ the 
‘Gators’ call is a false alarm. Sched- 
uled, in order, are Tennessee, Geor- 
gia, Georgia Tech and Auburn. 

Not even the most sanguine Flor- 
ida fan expects Stanley's team to 
escape these battles unscathed. Some 
hope for a miracle, but the consensus 
seems to be that victories over North 
Cnrolina and Maryland plus a win 
from any of the four “bugbears” 
would start Florida on a come-back

WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 19.— 
(P—The general convention of the 
Universalist church today accepted 
the plan for association with the Uni- 
tarian church in the Free Church of 
America proposition. 

Two amendments to the plan were} 
adopted. These provided for the re- 
yision of the Free Church constitu-| 
tion's preamble on a theistic basis and 
for reconsideration of the tiaime.
